SENSIBLE TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT

HE National Temperance Society is going about it» 


work in a sensible manner, which promises good 


results 
It Is planned to make the fourth Sunday In No- 


vember every year Temperance Sunday, and to make 
special efforts through the churches all over the country 
to promote the cause of temperance. 
Many prominent 


men, 
and a majority of them not clergyment, are con- 


cerned In the movement. 
The work of the Society will 


not be confined to one Sunday in the year, but on that 
day special efforts will be made thrdugh all of the religious 
societies of the country 


Though hard drinking is less frequent thnn formerly, 


though society frowns upon It, though great corporations 
and individuals are disposed to prefer temperate men for 
their employes still the consumption of liquor In the> 
United States is increasing, although our Republic is by 
no means a drunken nation 
In that respect it compares 


favorably with other countries 
Nevertheless, the drink 


problem is one of growing seriousness and any »e!l-con- 
sldered plan to promote the cause of temperance, deserves 
the support of all good citizens 


It Is evidence of the good sense of the membei ship of 


the National Society that the programme does not con- 
template legal action 
They do not favor prohibitory 


laws. 
They Ignore that method and will devote theli* 


energies to persuasion, not to force. They have profited 
by the lesson of the failure of the drastic methods that 
have occupied the attention of temperance reformers for 
years 
The attempt to restrict and prohibit by law, the 


u*e of Intoxicants has been given a thorough trial In 
many States, but in but few of them does a prohibitory 
law exist today. 


It 1* this attitude that inspires the belief that the new 


movement may prove successful. 
The restrictive law is 


directed at the seller, while any teal reform must come 
from reaching the consumer. 
Social forces are past for 


the accomplishment of social reforms. 
A movement that 


seeks the Improvement of men, not the punishment of the 
liquor seller, contains a promise of good social and re- 
ligious encouragement, and assistance of those who need 
it, will prove much more efficacious in advancing this re- 
form than an appeal to the force of law

BETTER FOR ALL CONCERNED 


T would doubtless be better for all concerned If the 


coal miners and the operators should settle their dif- 


ferences without waiting for the decision of the commis- 
sion 
That body has no actual power 
Its authority 


over the parties to the dispute extends no further than 
the parties will voluntarily submit 
There is no author- 


ity, no power that them, or either of them, to submit. If 
they arrange the matter themselves they will both feel 
better about it than they will to accept the findings of 
the commission 
Judge Gray announces that whatever 


agreement they may make will be Incorporated in the 
commission's findings, to give it some formality, also, we 
presume, to preserve some shadow of authority for the 
commission. 
It is all very well for the commission to 


take evidence, and make an investigation, but why won't 
the suffering public in the east get some coal7 There is 
something to which the commission might well devote it' 
s*lf for the present.
